FitiaDKiciienimK, March 25. — Three 


special trains, having on board 400 mem- 
bers of the rcichstag mnd of the Prussian 
diet, arrived here today mid were re- 
wived at the station by a deputation 
headed by Count Herbert Bismarck. 
They were taken to the catitle front, 
where they were received in a body by 
Prince Bismarck. 


Upon reaching the garden the cheats 


proceeded to the rear of the house, where 
there is a large balcony. Prince Bia- 
marck, accompanied by his sons, hie 
daughter and his son-in-law, all in deep 
mourning, appeared on the terrace and 
were received with loud cheers by the 
visitors below, Spokesmen from the 
several branches of the legislature made 
speeches, briefly conveying the fervent 
hope that Prince Bismarck would long 
be spared to enjoy his well-earned repoau. 


Prince Bismarck, standing close to 


the stone balustrade, replied in a loud 
and clear voice, distinctly audible to all 
present, lie spoke for nearly twenty 
minutes, emphasizing his remarks with 
frequent gestures of the hand. The 
self-deprecmtory remarks with which he 
began were tmawered with loud shouts 
of "Noin." 


The Prince thanked the deputation 


for the high honor connferred upon him 
by their visit ami declared that the 
Sachszenwald had never before seen 
such a notable company. 


After speaking for some time of Ger- 


man politics, Jiiamtirck punned und said : 


"Gentlemen, I could say much more 
it I wero stroni; ami rough. 1 nm a 
weary man [Loud cries of no, nol] I 
HUI grateful for your patient attention, 
and Btill more for the honor you have 
shown me. I regret that I am not in a 
position to work with you in parlia- 
ment [Cries of not as much as we do.]

VALLEY RAILROAD. 


Seven Trustees Will be Named by 


the Subscribers. 


SAN FHANUSCO, March 25.—Tho stock- 


holders of the San Francisco and San 
Joaquin Valley Riiilroad will meet on 
Friday, April 5th, when tho pooling 
trust will be submitted to the subscrib- 
ers for their ratification. The plan 
provides that, "to insure tbe main- 
tenance of reduced transportation rates 
aa tho Uxed policy of the company to 
insure the permanence of its competi- 
tion, the voting power of the stock must 
be confided to guven trustees, who Hhall 
by ita exercise in the choice of directors 
and otherwise effect those purposes." 


The conditions of tho trust require 
that the trustees shall not knowingly 
vote the stock for tbe benefit or in the 
interest of any person, corporation or 
interest hostile to the interest of. or in 
business competition with the San Fran- 
ciflcoand San Joaquin Valley railroad, 
or in favor of nny company controlling 
any line of railroad. It ia provided that 
there shall be seven trustees and that 
the pool, unless revoked by a three- 
fourths vote of the holders of the trus- 
tee certificates shall last ten years, Tho 
trustees will be named bv the subscrib- 
ers, but a list of nominations will ha 
presented to the meeting by a commit- 
tee of the board of directors.

WABHIHGTON, March 25.—Dr. Guzman 


the Nicaragua minister, was at the state 
department thia morning, aud the infer- 
ence ia that he has been consulting Sec 
rotary Gresham regarding the ulti- 
matum. It ia evident the state depart- 
ment is doubly concerned in this m«tter 
and a statement from Ambassador Bay- 
ard explaining tho purpose of Great 
Britain is anxiously looked for. It is 
not believed our government can objecl 
to the creation of a committee of fair 
complexion to ascertain and find dam- 
ages sustained by British subjects in 
Nicaragua, and the issue appears to have 
narrowed down to the demand of an in- 
demnity of £75,000 for the expulsion of 
Mr. Hatch, the British consular agent 
at Bluefields. 


There is already a disposition to ex- 


amine into the matter further and ascer- 
tain whether tho Nicarnguan government 
did not act entirely within its rights in 
expelling tho consular agent. It was 
charged by tho Nicamguaua that Hatch, 
who was not a diplomatic ollicer and so 
could claim no exemption on that score, 
took an active part in tho political tur- 
moil at Blueflolda and did much to se- 
cure tho overthrow of the Nicaraguan 
government in the town and the rein- 
statement of Chief Clarence. 


If this were true, then under ordinary 


circumstances there would bo little 
doubt of the 
right 
of the Nicara- 


guan government to expel him from tho 
country. But the conditions in Blue- 
fields at the timo wore not ordinary, for 
according to tha British contention, the 
Mosguito reservation waa actually unde 
a British protectorate up to tho date o 
the Mosquito convention.

When thc train had reached Collia 


the conductor telegraphed, TIE Freano 
to Superintendent Wilder ia Oaklam 
that a child, without natural guardians 
was aboard tbc care. It waa added, in 
the brief dispatch, that the child's 
mother was Mrs. Emma Matlock o 
Warm Springe, Santa Clara county.

San Jose. May God bless the dear babe 
and take care of her. 


The letter bore no signature. Two 


hours before the train started tho 
ticket agent noticed a dark-complex- 
ioned man of medium height, with 
black mustache, reclining on a seat in 
the ladies' waiting room, which was 
dimly lighted. He bad n child m his 
arms. About thia time two women, one 
of whom appeared to be a Spaniard or 
Mexican, and the other closely veiled, 
held a conference with tho man, and 
shortly 
after ward a left. Subsequent 


efforts to find thu man proved fruitless. 


The child wits taken by Conductor 


Liesoto his homo in East Oakland, and 
in the .iftcrnouii of Sunday he and hia 
wife went to San Jose and delivered tho 
child to its mother. She failed to iden- 
tify it us it had been taken from her lit 
the ngo of three months. Mrs. Matlock 
find her husband had been living apart, 
and lie hnd cared for the child on ac- 
count of liia wife's illness. 


Evangelist Gixlluhorn, who was inter- 


viewed at San Jose, where he IB now 
working, said that while conducting re- 
vivftle at Fresno he received an anony- 
mous note from a man, in which he 
spoke of hia convictions aud wanted to 
make his peace.

THE FIRST HANSOM CAB. 


It* First Custom'

Tho first hansom cab in America had 


an interesting history. A reminiscent, 
volnblo, red faced cabby told it lato thn 
othor night up by tho Thirty-third street; 
s'taml. It was brought over in 1870 ov 
1871 by John Patoutof tho Pacific hotel, 
in Greenwich street, just above Cort- 
laudt, anu it cost £70. Its driver was old 
John Cartor of Liverpool, fiiuco do- 
oeascd, who camo to New York in 1861. 
Tho original cab that John Carter drove 
was a handsome one, mado very much' 
like those now in use, but it had a claret 
body and rod ruuuiug gear. Au interest- 
ing feature of it was that it was bol- 
stered with n pair of patent axles, which 
woro so complicated that Carter was tho 
only man who could grease them. 


For Borne reason the cab was not put 


into running immediately after it was 
Imported, but was laid up in tho stable 
for 1^ years. Then Johu Carter ran it 
from tho Pacific hotel, but thoro was 
not business enough there, and ho went 
down to tho corner of Broad street aud 
Exchange place, whore trade flourished, 
ind lie used to get fares from tho big 
arokera. Morosini was said to have baen 
i good customer of his, and Jay Gould, 
if reports arc accurate, rodo in it GIICQ 
or twice. It was a familiar feature 
about tho 8 took Exchange for four years, 
and then it broke down, ending tho ca- 
reer of tho first hansom cab in America.

Perhaps tho most interesting fmo 


Btory which has to do with tliia branch 
of tho industry is that of tho famous 


Ireland's Confcssi0113." 
Ireland hart fabricated somo Stuiko- 


spoaro mnmi.snr.pta, which for a long 
timo were accepted aa actual. They 
mado such an impression indeed that a 
numbor of men, famous at that timo for 
tlioir erudition ami for thoir literary 
standing, voluntarily prepared a testi- 
monial attesting absolute belief in tho 
authenticity of thouiannscripts. Tothis 


miicufc tlicso men affixed their signa- 


tures and sent tho paper broadcast. 


Tho whole of tho original edition of 


tho fakes was disposed of in a few honra, 
and EO great was tho eagerness for tho 
edition that siuglo copies wcro disposed 
of in auction rooms nt enormous prices. 


Somo timo aftor that Irokmrt himsolf 


throw these gout lemon into much sor- 
row by explaining juat how ho had had 
fun with thorn. 


Ireland's story was that tho ehoofc of 


paper which ho used was tho ontsirto of 
several others on which somo accounts 
liad been kept during tho reign of 
Charles I. At that timo Ireland wns 
wholly unacquainted with tho subject 
of water marks.

with that commodity, nor did I fear 
iny mention of tho circumstances by 
tho booliGoller. As I was fully awaro, 
from tho variety of water marks which 
ire in-existence at the present day, that 
they must havo constantly boon altered 
since tlio period of Elizabeth, and being 
"or somo timo wholly unacquainted with 
;ho water marks of that ago, I very care- 
fully produced my first speoimansof tho 
writing on such sheets of old paper aa 
had no mark whatever. 


"Having heard it frequently stated 


.hut tlio appenrnnco of finch marks on 
ho papers would havo greatly tended to 
establish their validity, I listened to 
every remark that was mado on tho sub-

Atnivolor in AIossiimwasoncoHhown 


a letter written by tho Virgin Mary 
with her own hand. Ho remarked that 
it must indeed bo a miracle, siiico the 
paper showed by its water mark that it 
was not mado till somo centuries after 
tho ago of Mary. 


It is tho greatest mystery to most pen 


plo ho\v water marks aro mado. Anil 
yet tho matter is tho simplest thing in 
tho world. In tho manufacture of paper 
tho pulp, before it has begun to bo 
dried and aftor it lias been spread on 
tho moving platform, passes under a 
roller called tho "dandy." On this 
"dandy" is affixed tho dovico which 
works tho water mark 


It Is of bent wire, and as tho roller 


presses tho paper it presses into it tho 
marl:. 


In tuo same manner most elaborate 


designs and ovon pictiiras and intricate 
representation;* of whole battle HCOIIISS 
have been tlono from an engraved plato 
similar to an electrotype, used in the 
same manner on tho "dandy" roller. 


Of course chock paper and bank pa- 


per is tho most' important varioty dis 
tijjgui.ihod by water marks, Iu a pair of 
£5 note molds prepared by tho old proo- 
css thoro are S curved borders, 10 
figures, IfiS largo waves and 340 letters, 
which had all to bo soparatodly secured 
by tho finest; wiro to tho curved surface. 


Thoro wcro 1,056 wires and 07,684 


twists and tho samo repetition whore 
tho stoat wires wcro introduced to sup- 
port tho under surface. 


In ancient times tho water marks 


woro used for tho same purposes as tho 
old inn signs. Tho old inns had dolls 
and beehives, horses and various other 
forms as signs. For thesamo reason tho 
paper makers had somo distinguishing 
mark which mado their product distinct 
from that of other makers. 


A vory famous mark of tho sixteenth 


century waa thohandmark—a hand top- 
pod with a«tar. The jng or pot mark 
gavothouametotho "pof'papor, while 
tho foolscap murk used on paper of a 
certain sizu gitvo that size- its name, 
which it retains to this day. 


Tho post paper waa 60 called because 


it bore a mark of a shield with a post 
horn on it.—London Letters.
